Mr. Keitt, ol" South Carolina, arpied that 
the inipurtaiice nf the Island of ("iilia was 
KUtficient to justify tho stnip^lc necessary t.i 
seize and hoid it.' It.s fjeoprraphical iKisition 
\v»s i>cculinr. It was the irate of the waters 
of tlie Oiilf of Mexico, c-ontrollcd also tlic 
AVest India seas. and. in the hands of a stronp: 
naval power, would make the (inlf of Mexico 
a tr.nre rhinxn,,). It contained thirty millions 
of square acres, of which ei^hl millions were 
cultivated. Tlie imports of the island for a 
.sarie.s of years were iwenty-eijzhl millions, and 
thu exports thu ty-one millions, {jiving an an- 
nual production of lifty-nine millions, without 
makin;; any allowance for the prmluction^i of 
the labor of African slaves, and the sinu)j<:lins 
so extensive and univer^il all over the island. 
AVilh these included, they would have an an- 
nual productive value of more than eighty 
millions. Some put it at one hundred mil- 
lions. The total imports into Cuha from 
Spain were a little over seven millions: from 
the United Slates a little over six millions; 
from Crreat Britain six millions, and France 
two millions. The exports amounted— to 
Spain three millions, to the United States 
twelve million.s Kniland eight millions, and 
France three niidions. The schedide of 
importations into the island embraced, of pro- 
visions 11. .{7^.274. Was not every ])art of 
the conleileracy interested in that.' The 
manufactories "amounted to over seven mil- 
lions, and h.id the North no interest in that? 
The taritfupon tnany of these articles had been 
rai.sed to 80, KH), aiid V20 per cent. — so high 
that while Si)ain, stricken and l>egsared as she 
is, with her own people almost starving, ex- 
ports to that Island live hundred and twenty 
thousand barrels, the United Statics sent out 
but live thousand iKirrels. Strike oil" this tarill", 
and what would be the amovuit of interest 
which every section of the Union would have 
in commerce of Cuba? The navigation inter- 
est of the North was also deeply atfected. 
Tliere were ;!,'.I18 vessels engaged in the carry- 
ing trade of Uuba the world over. Of these 
the United States furnished •J,:?70; Spain but 
;K)1: England .{-IS; France 120: and out of a 
little over live hundred thousand tonnage, the 
United States contribute two hundred and 
lifty thousiind. Was not, then, that (wrlion of 
the" United States interesteii in the shipping 
business vitally and deeply interested in the ac- 
<juisition tliat they could strike the shackles 
Jroni its conunerce'.' 

' There were two modes of ac/phring the 
island — one by pu; chase and the other by con- 
<jUL'St. Me believed the United States could 
not purchase it: tirst, because Cuba is a pro- 
ductive source of revenue to Spain, giving lu'r 
almost three millions of dollars per annum, 
all expenses ilefrayed: because it is the de- 
fence of her colonial iios.sessious, and becau.se, 
out of that revenue, she deli-.iys all the ex- 
penses of her consular and diplomatic system 
<>n this continent; and. Iwking ^back. he lie- 
lievcd there was .some more powerlul-^the 
traditions and pride of Spain. Against this 
sale protested the traditions of the grandeur 
of that period when Vlie Spanish empire was 
world-wide, and against this .sale pi-otested 
that pride, as haughty now as on the day 
when Grimaldi sought to menaci.' France. 
And what would be the risk of acipiiring the 
island bv war'.' Coidd it tie done without a 
conllict with Great IJritain and France? IJotli 
have guarantied to Spam her .sovereignty Over 
the territory of the island, and the gathering 
of their Heets in the waters of the Gulf and 
Carriboan sea inilicrtte no disposition to recede 
from this guarantee. With France he Oould 
understand it. Louis Na])olcon, with tho re- ; 
lentless jiinbitiou which marked hi.s distin- 
guished kinsman, wishes to establish a splen- 
id colonial empire in the West Indies To 
create and establish this it was neces.sary that 
the power of the United Slates shotdd Ix' 
crippled or lieniiiufd in. With his hand v\\M.m 
the very throne of tropical cnipiiv, his army 
would ba invincible, and his hand would 
clutch the sceptre of universal commeree now 
passing to us; and, when he shall have con- 
solidated an emjiirc, then the very (wwer 
which he had made instrumental in crippling 
t ie Unite! Slates would L.n ler^o subjugation. 
Hut the [wlicy of Great liritain was only ex- 
jilicable upon the theory of subservience to 
France. He believed her dipli>macy had 
placed her in the gi-asp of France, and was 
now only moving at the dictation of Na|)oleon. 

Mr. Ititchie, of Penn., imiuired whether the 
gentlem^in thought the United States had a 
i-ight to take t'uba because they had a govern- 
nii'iil that he does not approve of. 

Mr. Keitt replied that lie did not; but he 
would say that the long catalogue of aggres- 
sions, with the accumulated insults to her Hag, 
invasions of her rights, and insults to fier honor, 
gave the United States the right to declare 
war against Spain, and he contended that no 
nation would have the right to complain.

Mr. Brown, ot Miss., offered a resolution call- 
ing for any corresnoiulenee of Win. Carey Jones 
on which .^lariiiiez and J-irez, callinL' themselves 
the supreme goveriinient ol Nicarairua, could 
have based the assertion that the Ministers of the 
United Stales were .accomplices of the fillibuster 
invaders of Nicanvgua, and whether, il such state- i 
ment was made, any and what apology is neces- ^ 
sary for the misstatement. The resolution was 
adopted. ^ I 

Mr. Bigler, of Pa., attempted to bring up a res- ; 
olution declaring that in the opinion of the Sen- 
ate a large public debt in lime of peace ys incon- 
sistent with true policy, and that Congress should 
proceed without delay so lo adjust the revenue 
laws as lo etpialize the revenues and expendi- 
tures. 

.Mr. Mason, of Va., objected to the consideration i 
of the resolutions lor the reason that the House of 
Ri presenlatives can onlj' originate measures af- 
fecting the revenue. | 

.Mr. Bayard, of Delaware, coincided with these 
views. I 

Mr. Bigler replied that he, too, azreed that it [ 
was the prerogative of die House of Representa- 
tives to originate revenue measures; bui this les- 
olution does not undertake to ori;;inate revenue 
measures. II is merely an expression of opinion j 
by the Senate. i 

Mr. Cliiignian was in favor of giving Mr. Bigler 
au opporturity to express his views. , 

.Mr. Bigler called lor the yeas and nays, when 
the resolution wa^ taken u|) — 30 against '2'.i. \ 

Mr. Bigler coiuineiiced an address to the Sen- 
ate. His views were in favor of mixed specific 
and ad valorem duties. He proceeded lo show 
how, holding as he always has held to the doc-: 
trine of a tariff for revenue, he should shape a 
law to that end. He would conform it to no ar- 
bitrary rule of principle, but would compose it 
of mixed principles, using both the specific and 
ad valorem, and in some instances, the belter to 
eipialize the rates of charge upon simitar articles, ' 
and at the same time to discriminate against in- | 
ferior or adulterated gooils, he would compound ' 
the two modes, applying the charge as well upim 
(piality us upon the value of the same.arlicle. He I 
would discriminate in fixing the rates of duty so ' 
as to maintain our great liranches of industry in 
their com-^eiitiou w ill, similar pursuit- in foreign 
countries, so far as that can be done, without im- 
posing imnioper burdens upon other classes of the 
people, and for this reason, among odiers, that 
tlicrc is a well balanced reciprocity between all 
our branches of industry w hicli act and react upon ' 
each other, the prosperity of the one being bene- 
ficial to all, and rirr versa. He would so dis- 
eiiminale against articles known as luxuries, im- 
posing the lower rale of duties on the necessaries 
ol lite. Further, be would be careful that the 
Government ready did receive the amount ol 
duties, however im-iosing them, so llie honest im- 
porter might Ht least be eipial with the misr-rupn- 
lous adventurer. He estimates the probable de- 
ficiency at §107,000,1)00, including the $ 10,000,- 
000 for the purchase of Cuba He showed that 
it would rei|uire $.'i.">0,000,000 of imports to pro- 
duce the Secretary of the Treasury's es imale of 
§,">6, 000,000 re\ eiiue from customs, which would 
be nearly double the aggregate of a wholesome 
busiiie s. Hence, it is only too obvious that the 
alternatives are, an increase of the public debt or 
of the revenue. .Mr. Bigler » :is emphatically in 
favor of the latter. If llie time is too short at 
this scsiioa for full revision, give us back the 



tariff of I"^ 16, or give us 4 or 5 per cent, on the 
rales of the prescui law. It would require but a 
few hours to do that. 

He mentioned that the manufacturers of iron 
would be s:ilisfied with a moderate specific duty — 
say six dollars per ton on pig metal, twelve dol- 
lars on ntflroad iron, and fifteen dollars on rolled 
and lianmiered iron. These, it seems, do not ex- 
ceed the average that has been paid under the 
■ad valorem principle for the last eight or tin 
years. Hence il cann'ake no esscLlial difference 
to the consumer or to the Treasury, but it is ol 
great importance to the domestic iiiaiiiifacturers. 
lor the specific duty tends ett'eclually lo the ex- 
clusiiii of the foreign inferior articles, and is con 
pef|uenlly a benefit to the consumer as well as to 
the home producer. He repelled the implication 
that Pennsylvania was selfish on the subject»of 
the larifl'. The manufacturers are not recipients 
under the tariff of half the benefits alleged If 
Pennsylvania and other Stales had been incident- 
ally benefitted by the tariff, many Stales had 
been beiiefilied by the donations of public lands. 
If the Souili and West complain of the revenue 
laws, the North and East can point to the pusud 
.system, and can show that the lands donated lo 
the States are worth, not only more than the 
whole amount ol duly paid on railroad iron from 
the dav the first bar was imported till the present 
Il ne, but to the aggregate value of the iron duly; 
ai.d all the receipts and expenses of the posi- 
oflice from 1851 to It^oS lor Pennsylvania show 
an excess of revenue of $181,547, w hiie the South- 
ern and Western .States show deficits, varying 
Irim $100,01)0 to $1,2'K).000. Pennsylvania 
sh mid have drawn proportionalelv nearly $14,- 
00 t.OOO, or treble the amo»it she had done. 

Vet again, compaiing the postal receipts and 
expenditures (if the Northern and Eastern States 
with the Southern and Western, the former show 
an excess of revenue over expenditures of over 
$1,0011.000, while the latter exhibit a deficit of 
over $14,0' 0,000 — another handsome item for 
incidental protection. He denied lh.>t most of 
the public money was expended in the manufac- 
turing Stales. He pointed to the vast expenses 
of Iikdian wars intlie South and West, and indeed 
to the whole expeiidilui cs on Indian affairs, aiid 
especially the delusive sy.slera of Indian civiliza- 
tion. He concluded by an eulogy on his State, 
and by disclaiming any uhkind spirit of complaint 
or criticism in his reinarks. Pennsylv.ania views 
with pride and pleasure the growih of the new 
States. She intended to deal justly by nil and 
.stand by the constitutional rights of all, and will, 
as she has alwavs done, perform her whole duty 
to the Union, and be abhorreiit^lo any suggestion 
looking lo its dissolution. Hence, widioul men- 
ace, Pennsylvania does feel deeply an unjust crit- 
icism upon a policy wliicli she deems useful toiler 
interests and regaids as wise for the nation as a 
whole. Th»sc who think she is insensible to the 
indifference maiiilested to her voice will, if they 
live longtniough, discover their error. 

.Mr. Johnson, of Tenn., offered a resolution to 
the effect that the President be requested to call 
on the heads of the Departments to submit esti- 
mates, with a view to bring the expendilnrcs with- 
in fifty millions annually, e.xclusivc of the iuter- 
tst ol the public dell. 

At this iMiint the subject was postponed. 
Mr. Hunter and .Mr. Brown tried to call up 
their respective bills — the former Ibr an appro- 
priaiion and the latter tor the avenue railroad. 

.Mr. Brown's motion to take up the Penosvl- 
vania Avenue Railroad bill prevailed — yeas '^3, 
nays 20. 

The bill, having been overlaid by amendments 
and much changed in its original objects, was de- 
le ited w ilhout much debate, and partly by bring- 
ing up the Consular and Diplomatic .Appropriation 
bill. Several amendments were offered in order 
to precure their printing, after which the .Senate 
went inlo Executive session, and subsequently ud- 
jounied. 

House. — Mr. Faulkner, of Virginia, from the 
Committee on Military Affairs, reported a re- 
sidution that, preliminary to the final seltlemt'iit 
tif the accounts of the citizens of Oregon and 
Washington Territories for services rendered in 
IfS-io and 1856 in repelling Indian hostilities, the 
third .Auditor tieneral be directed to examine the 
vouclieisi and mak" a report lo the House on the 
first .Monday in December next of the amouifts 
respectively due according to the rule laid down 
by the tommi.4sioner, wlii''h includes only army 
pay lo the velunteers received into the service by 
the T*-'!'" authorities, and no double pay. 
The cost of supplies, transporlalion, etc , is to be 
paid for, w ith due rcg.iid t:i the number of troops, 
aud the prices current at that time. 

.Mr. Lane, ol Oregon Territory , dissented from 
the principle laid down. Il was better that no 
bill be passed than that this Imsis be adopted 

.Mr. Curtis, of Iowa, and Faulkner, of Va., 
severally informed him that the third auditor was 
merely to scale the accounts for the future action 
of Ihe House. 

Mr. Marshall, of Ky., was opposed to the re- 
solniion. Il would not begin to re.ach the settle- 
ment of the accounts. 

After lurther debate the resolution was adopt- 
ed. The House then went inlo Committee ol 
the Whole on the stale ot the Union on the Leg- 
islative, bxecu ive, and Judicial apnropriutiou 
bill. 

.Mr. Lovejoy, of III , moved to strike out the 
appropriation for the safe keeping of prisoners, 
remarking that it was for the lielention of fugi- 
tive slaves until their trials came on. He char- 
acterized their capture as odious aud abhcrrcut 
to the people of the free Stales. 

Mr. Singleton, of .Mississippi, said he would be 
glad if Mr. Lovejoy would return the negro which 
he had stolen from one of his (.Mr. Singleton's) 
constituents. 

.Mr. Lovejoy replied that Singleton's constitu- 
ents never owned a negro, for every being that 
God made belonged to himself. He did not hesi- 
tate to declare that he did help a fugitive slave, 
and he would always give food aud shelter to 
necessitous whites or blacks 

.Mr. Singleton — What is that but stealing? 
.Mr. Lovejoy — Stealing is taking a man and 
keepiii£r him as a siave. 

.Mr. Phelps, of Mo., said, if the amendment of 
the gentleman from Illinois prevails, every man 
arrested as a criminal would be turned loose, and 
t le member, Mr Lovejoy, would be a general 
jail ileliverer to many inlamous persons. 

Mr. John Cochrane, of N. Y., humorously re- 
marked that .Mr. Lovcjoy's objection might be ob- 
viated by making the appropriation clause read : 
"for the imprisonment ol free prisoners." [Great 
laughter.] 

.Mr. Lovejoy's amendment was rejected. 
Mr. Singleton subsequently remarked, that as 
Mr. Lovej iy had admitted that he participated in 
slave stealing, he regarded such' a representative 
froiB Illinois as a disgrace to the nation. 

The Chairman, ^Ir. Barksdale, of .Miss., de- 
clared Mr Singleton to be out of oi-der. 

Exclamations from the Republican side — Let 
him go on 

.Mr. Ciiddings — He is perfectlj- in order, and I 
move that he be permitted lo proceed. [Laugh- 
ter. ] 

The committee then rose. 
The House concurred, by the casting vote of 
the Speaker, in the amendment striking out $67,- 
.'170 for the Congressional Globe and binding the 
same, and for reporting the proceedings of Con- 
gress. 

The vote was reconsidered, and the amendment 
rejected by 9 majority. 

Pending the i|uestiiu on the other amendment, 
the House adjourned.
